intention the inaugural address of xhe Presi- 
dent of the United States, and the resolu- 
tions passed by Congress. 

In his inaugural address, the President 
said : "That he had no power under the Con- 
stitution to interfere with the institution of 
slavery in the States; and that har'i he the 
authority he had not the inclination to ex- 
ercise any such power." In accordance with 
this declaration of the President, the war 
was commenced, not, as then avowed, for 
any purpose of conquest or subjugation, or 
for the purpose of overthrowing the Consti- 
tution, or lights of any of the States, but 
for the purpose of maintaining the Consti- 
tution with all its dignity unimpaired, and 
for the purpose, as then avowed, of defend- 
ing the same against the assaults of rebels 
in arms. Thus matters stood until after the 
first battle of Manassa, which proved so 
disastrous to our arms; then it was thought 
necessary, in order that there should be no 
misunderstanding among the American peo- 
ple, as to the object and purposes of the war, 
that Congress should declare, in more speci 
fie and direct terms, the purposes for which 
the war was to be waged. The country had 
become distrustlul and alarmed as to what 
policy the President intended to pursue; 
and in order that the public mind might be 
satisfied and fully advised, our own venera- 
ble and distinguished statesmsn, Mr. Crit- 
tenden, fully representing the will and wish- 
es of the people of this State, introduced 
into the Congress of the United States, reso 
lutions, in which they say: "That this war 
is not waged, on our part, in any spirit of 
oppression, nor purpose of overthrowing or 
interfering with the rights or established in- 
stitutions of the States, but to defend and 
maintain the supremacy of the Constitution, 
and to preserve the Union, with all the dig- 
nity and rights of the several States unim- 
paired, and that as soon as these objects are 
accomplished, the war ought to cease." 

Such, Mr. Chairman, was the resolution 
of Congress, passed at a time when the 
capital of the country was endangered and 
threatened by the invasion of the Confeder- 
ate forces, and at a time when it was neces- 
sary that the people should be fully advised 
as to the objects and purposes of a war in 
which they were called upon to engage, 
these resolutions were approved by the Pres- 
ident, and under these solemn and patriotic 
declarations thus made, the American peo- 
ple rallied, with a zeal and alacrity unpar- 
alell«d in the history of the world, to the 
detence of the Union and the flag of their 
country, and from seventy-five thousand the 
armies of the Union were increased to more 
than half a million of men, and the loyal 
people rejoiced in the belief that the rebel- 
lion would soon be crushed, the Constitution 
aud laws enforced, and the Union restored. 

Mr. Chairman, has the Administration 
and Congress kept faith with the people? 
' have they, and are they now, standing by the 
pledges and promises then solemnly made, 
that this war was not waged on their 
part for any purpose of subjugation, or for 
the purpose of overthrowing the rights of 
the States, or the institutions of the States, 
let the recent policy of the Administration 
and the acts of Congress answer these ques- 
tions. For wha', purpose is the war now 
being waged ? What is the programme 
of the party now in power? Is it 
to restore the Union and the Constitution 
of our fathers, which secured life, liberty, 
property and conscience ? Is it to preserve 
the Union " with all the dignity and rights 
of the several States unimpaired ?" These, 
Mr. Chairman, are grave questions, ques- 
tions in which not only is Kentucky inter- 
ested, but they are questions in which the 
friends of liberty, constitutional law, and 
free Governments, in every part of the. Amer- 
ican continent, and throughout the civilized 
world, are interested ; and to these questions 
1 now propose to address myself. Before, 
however, 1 proceed to investigate these grave 
questions, permit me to say that I have ever 
been, and I am now, loyal to the Govern- 
ment established by our fathers; and when 
I say loyal to the Government, 1 mean the 
Constitution and the laws passed in obedi- 
ence to that Constitution. What constitutes 
the Union? It is the Constitution. Strike 
down the Constitution and you destroy the 
Union; Hence I am no votary at the 
shrine of party. I am no man-worship- 
per. I am no apologist for the usurpations 
of power on the part of the Executive, the 
Congress, or any other department of the 
Government. On the contrary, I am in fa- 
vor of every constitutional resistance agaiDgt 
encroachments upon the rights of the peo- 
ple, on the part of those in power. In other 
words, I believe " that resistance to tyranny 
is obedience to God," and lie who will not 
resist encroachments upon his Constitution- 
al rights, is unworthy to be called a freeman, 
or to enjoy a freeman's protection. But I 
am met with the argument, and the question 
has been asked, " What are we to do 1" No 
gentleman upon this floor has attempted to 
deny that the Executive and the Congress 
have violated, not only the spirit, but the 
very letter of the Constitution; and all these 
violations have been perpetrated under that 
specious plea of the tyrant, "military neces- 
sity." It was, sir, in resistance to this same 
plea of "military necessity" that the English 
people gave the head of a King to the block, 
and wrested from the usurper the great 
"Magna Charta" of English lreedotn. It 
was in resistance to these same encroach- 
ments upon the rights of the people, that 
caused our fathers to throw off their allegi- 
ance to the British crown, and assert their 
independence among the nations of the eartl 
And, sir, there is abroad to-day, in this 



I will not attempt to insult the good sense 
of this Assembly by arguing a proposition 
so fallacious, and so full of folly and barbar- 
ity. Is Kentucky expected to lend her aid 
to a war waged upon such principles ol 
ruthless barbarism? Is it expected that 
Kentucky is to engage in a war where all 
the worst passions of a savage and pervilt 
race is to be turned loose, to enact the hor 
rid scenes of a second St. Domingo upon tlit 
homes and firesides of our Southern breth 
ren ? For.they are my brethren, they are 
"bone of my bone, and flesh of my flesh,' 
and with all their faults I love them still: 
and it is not that I love them less, but thai 
I love my country more, that I would brin; 
them back in obedience to the Constitution 
and laws of their and my fathers. But, sir. 
if to gratify a malignant, fanatical, abolition 
zeal and hate, this war is to be diverted b\ 
the party in power from the legitimate ob 
jects for which it was commenced, that o' 
restoring the Constitution, with all tin 
rights of the several Slates unimpaired, 
then, sir, I announce here, in my place, thai 
I will not only protest against such an un 
holy and unrighteous course of policy, but 1 
will resist the same by every constitutional 
right known to a freeman. 

I yield to no gentleman upon this floor ir 
my devotion to the Union of these States. 1 
yield to no gentleman in my love and devo 
tion to that form of Government which oni 
fathers gave us; but how is that Union and 
that Government to be preserved ? That u 
the great question that we are called upon to solve 
Are you to do it by ignoring the Constitution 
and by diverting the war from its original 
purposes, us declared by the President and 
Congress at the commencement of hostili 
ties, anil by making it a war of rapine and 
desolation upon the. Southern people ? No 
sir, no, you cannot do it in that way. You 
may, by that course of policy destroy tin 
South, you may lay waste iier fair fields, you 
may sack her cities, you may carry woe and 
desolation, devastation and ruin, to the 
homes and firesides of her defenseless women 
and children, but, sir. you never can, by the 
present course of policy, bring that people 
back into a willing obedience to a Govern- 
ment proposing such terms and such condi 
tions as these. And, sir, permit me here to 
read, in this connection, an extract from an 
address delivered by John Quincy Adams 
before the Historical Society of the city o' 
New York, in 1839. In this address Mr. 
Adams said i 

"If the day should ever come (heaven 
avert it,) (but that day has come.) when the 
affections of the people of the States shall 
be alieniated from each other, the fraternal 
spirit give way to cold indifference, or col lis 
ions of interest shall fester into hatred; 
the bonds of political association will noi 
long hold together portions no longer, at- 
tracted by the magnetism of mutual interest 
and kindly sympathies. And far belter 
would it be for the people of the disunited 
States to part in friendship from each other, 
than to beheld together by constraint. Then 
will be the lime for reverting to the prece 
dent, which occurred at the foundation ot 
the Constitution, to form again a more per 
feet Union by dissolving that which could 
no longer bind, and leave the separate por 
tions to be united by the laws of political 
gravitation to the centre." 

Such, sir, was the language of the leader 
of New England politicians more than twen 
ty years ago: that a free people could not 
be held together in obedience to a Govern- 
ment not of their choice. Such is. and such 
ever has been, my opinion. We, sir, have 
been taught to believe, and I, to-day, believe 
that, at the commencemtnt of the rebellion, 
a majority of all the people in the seceded 
States, with the exception of South Carolina 
and, perhaps, Mississippi, were opposed to a 
dissolution of the Union. This was especially 
true of Virginia, North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee; and being, as I then was, and now 
am, opposed to coercion, except for the pur 
pose of enforcing obedience to the Constitu 
tion and the laws, and then, as now, that 
while the people owed allegiance to that 
Constitution, and the laws passed in pursu 
ance and obedience thereto; and, also, be- 
lieving that a majority of those States have, 
against their will, been coerced into obed 
encc to a military de facto Government, and 
believing it to be the duty of the Government 
<o protect her citizens, and to resist the co 
ercivc measures which were being forced 
upon them for the purpose of dissolving 
their allegiance from the Government of 
their choice, I was in favor of prosecuting 
the war to that end ; but, sir, when the Gov 
ernment fails to give the citizen protection, 
and by its own wretched policy alien iates 
the affections of the people, it is worse ,than 
madness and folly to attempt by military 
power, by confiscation bills, and emancipa 
lion proclamations and edicts to awe that 
people into obedience to a Government not of 
their own choice. 

In a speech made in the Senate, in March, 
1861, Mr. Douglas said : "War is disunion 
a final separation ol the Union, hence, dis 
guise it as you may, every Union man in 
America must advocate such amendments 
to the Constitution as will preserve peace 
and restore the Union." If this was true 
then, it is equally true now, and we, who 
would save the Union and preserve the 
Constitution, must advocate peace, a cessa- 
tion of hostilities, the call of a National 
Convention, amendments to the Constitu- 
tion, reconciliation, and compromises. But, 
sir, while upon this branch of the subject, 
permit me to read from the farewell address 
of Andrew Jackson to the American people, 
in 1837 He said : 



''The Constitution cannot be maintained, 

nor the- Union preserved, in opposition to 
public feeling, by the mere exercise of co- 
lercive powers by the Government, 
j "The foundations must be laidintheoffections 
of the people, in the security it gives to life, 
liberty and property, in every quarter of the 
country; and in the fraternal attachments 
which the citizens of the several States, bear 
to one another, as members of the same po- 
litical family, mutually contributing to pro- 
mote the happiness of each other." 

Such, sir, was the language of that glorious 
old hero, whose gallant defense of our flag, in 
the second war of Independence with England 
has no less endeared himto the American peo- 
ple, than his civic triumph over the heinous 
monster of the first rebellion in South Caro- 
lina; but in meeting that monster then he 
met it like a statesman and christian. — 
Read, sir, that proclamation of Andrew Jack- 
son, issued upon the memorable occasion al- 
luded to, and you find it full of Constitution- 
al law, full of patriotism, full of charity, 
nil of concession, and yet full of brave de- 
termination to a good purpose. In every line 
and letter, he breaths devotion to constitu- 
tional law and liberty, and speaks, in paren- 
tal kindness, of the people, the foundations 
of whose Government is laid in their affec- 
tions. Contrast, sir, that proclamation with 
the batch which has been issued by the 
present exeeutive. The one announces 
eternal devotion to law and the liberty of 
the people, taking tne Constitution as his 
uide, and rule for his conduct. The other, 
sitting up Jhis will as the law, and over- 
riding all Constitutional restrants, in the 
vain and delusive hope of carrying out an 
\len and perpetuating the power of a par- 
ty, whose leader, in Congress, Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, has lately announced in a 
speech, before that body, that "the Union 
shall never by my, (his,) consent be restored 
under the Constitution as it is wilh slavery 
to be protected by it." 

Mr. Chairman, with such declarations be- 
f ore us, oan a Kentucky Assembly long 
debate what reply to mike to such doctrines 
is these? Shall we speak like freemen, who 
know our rights and dare maintain them, 
or shall we cringe and bow like slaves, at the 
foot of power? Shall we speak like men who 
ove the Union, and would preserve it, or 
ihall we calmly lold our arms and hush our 
tongues, while treason from without and 
^reason from within stalks abroad. For my 
>wn part, when such heinous doctrines as 
these are announced, I am for replying in no 
neasured or honeyed terms. I would speak 
respectfully to the President, because of his 
uosition as such; but I would speak to him 
is the servant, not the master of the peo 
pie. The question has been asked, during 
these discussions, with emphasis, that if a 
conflict is to be made between the Govern- 
ment and slavery, which will we give up? 
1 answer, with equal emphasis, that 1 will 
_'ive up neither. No conflict can come up 
letween the Government and slavery. Sla 
>ery is Constitutional — it is a rjart of the 
iovernment. Strike down slavery, and you 
■itrike down the Government and the Union. 
And I can draw no other oonclusion from 
i he arguments of those who speak of a con- 
flict between the Government and slavery, 
than that they recoguize Mr. Lincoln, and 
not the Constitution, as the Government. If 
such are not their conclusions their argu- 
ments undoubtedly lead to such inferences, 
and to them I leave the task of explanation. 

I, sir, am the friend of the negro, and while I 
deny his equality, either socially, morally, 
physically, or politically wilh the white 
man, and believe that Divine Providence 
has destined him, for wise purposes, to sla- 
very in the United. States, and while I thus 
believe that the negro was never created or in- 
tended by God himself to be either, socially or 
politically, the equal orcompeerof the white 
man, yet at the same lime, had, or could, any 
plan be devised whereby they could be sent 
irom the borders of our land, and thereby 
remove, this cause of contention between 
the warring sections of our country, and re 
store to our people constitutional law and 
freedom, w> gentleman would be more ready 
i linn myself to make the sacrafice — if sac 
rafice, it be. But, sir, when we are met by a 
proclamation from a gentleman, who hap- 
pens to be chief Executive of a free people, 
who proposes to eradicate a system which 
nas become so interwoven wilh our institu- 
tions and form of Government, as that of 
slavery, and that too in violation of the Con 
stitulion of the country, the fundamental 
law of the land, regardless of consequences, 
then, sir, as a freeman and a citizen, I enter 
ray protest. And sir, while I am no slave 
holder, and never have been, and, in all 
human probability, never will be, never 
having inherited any of that species of 
property ; and, having wisely, a9 I think, 
invested the little means that I have accu- 
mulated in other species of property. Yet, 
sir, I, together with those of my constitu- 
ents who are non-slaveholders, protest 
against the President's proposition to the 
border States to adopt a system of gradual, 
compensated emancipation. 

Wl.gn we shall have paid our proportion 
of this enormous — war debt when we shall 
have submit ted to the exactions of the horde 
of tax gatherers, which the expenses ol this 
war, with all the frauds and corruptions of 
the army contractors, the Quartermasters, 
and commissary officers, we shall have bur- 
dens sufficient to bear without being called 
upon to pay the slaveholder for his property, 
and to furnish homes for those slaves. With 
the other burdens the Government will im- 
pose upon us. many of us will be unable to 
provide homes for our own families; and it 
they are not to be colonized, if they are to 
be turned loose in our midst, the equals and 
companions of the laboring poor man, 
against such a policy the non slaveholders 
ot Kentucky protest. And we will say to 
the President, as will the freemen of this 
country everywhere, North and South, that 
this Government was made for the white 
man, aid that while we do not intend to 
exterminate the African, and take him from 
his home and master, where he ia well 
cared for, happy, and contented, we reject 
your proposition to equalize him with us 
with scorn. 

We have been warned, Mr. Chairman, by 
gentlemen, during this discussion, that we 
must be cautious ; and arguments have been 
advanced insinuating suspicion upon the 
loyalty of those who are not willing quietly 
to acquiesce in the policy and programme 
of the President, and he who dare not cry 
"havoc and let loose the dogs of war," and 
who believes that there is a hope of a peace- 
ful reconstruction of the Government, is to 
be called traitor I To such gentlemen I say, 
you have tried the war policy two years, 
during which time more than one hundred 
thousand lives have been offered up a sacri- 
fice in this horrible internecine strife, two 
thousand million of treasure has been wasted 
in a fruitless effort to conquer the South, 
and, today, the rebellion occupies more 
gigantic and formidable proportions than it 
did at the commencement of hostilities ; and 
still gentlemen cry alound that their voice 
is still for war. My thoughts, Mr. Chairman, 
are turned on peace. When 1 look abroad 
throughout our laud, now bains; drenched 



with fraternal blood, and see the horrors of 
this internecine strife, which is carrying woe 
and wretchedness and weeping and desola- 
tion to so many families, in pain and sorrow 
I feel constrained to acknowjedge that our 
conduct seems to be governed by that same 
spirit of jealousy and revenge, which has: 
governed the conduct of ambitious, bad men, ! 
in all ages of the world. 

What. I ask you, pir, brought about se- 
cession ? Envy and jealousy. What brought 
about this dreadful and deplorable war? 
Jealousy and revenge. And what, may I 
ask, is now giving sinews to that war ? I 
answer, ambition and the love of power. 
But the most important question is, who is 
to be benefited by it9 procrastination? Poli- 
ticians, office holders, and army contractors. 
And let me ask whose cause is to be sub- 
served by a speedy termination of the war 
and the restoration of fraternal good feeling 
and peace lo the country? Sir, it is the 
poor soldier, long absent from home and 
family, or his widow and orphans, whose 
rights and protection have been neglected 
by the Government. Ah! sir, if you will go 
with me to the battle field, to the dreary 
hospital, to the tent of the sick and dying 
soldier, there, sir, you will hear the prayer 
for peace. This voice comes not from the 
halls of power — it is not heard in regal 
courts — it is not heard in the quartermaster 
or commissary's department, neither in the 
contractor's office, nor yet in the halls of 
Congress, where the knee bends to power 
thafthai thrift may follow fawning." No, 
sir, not here; but it is from the cabin, the 
humble hut of the private soldier, and hum- 
ble citizen. 

But, sir, the great practical question is yet 
to be answered : Whatare toe to do? Noth- 
ing, Mr. Chairman, was ever vet done with- 
out an effort. If we can do nothing more, 
let us talk, and talk plainly. Let us say to 
the people, North, South, East, and West, 
that Kentucky desires peace, and honorable, 
lasting peace ; that Kentucky stands, as she 
has ever stood, ready to act as a mediator 
and peace maker. Let U9say to our breth- 
ren of the Northwest, and those people liv- 
ing in the great valley of the Mississippi, we 
will meet you in all kindness and good fel- 
lowship, and endeavor, by all constitutional 
and patriotic means, to propose terms of 
reconciliation whereby the calamities thai 
now overshadow our beloved country may 
be averted, and peace restored to our dis- 
tracted country ; and, if possible, reconcile 
all unhappy differences of opinions between 
all sections of our country. Bv meeting our 
brethren in this consulting convention we 
may do a great deal of good. We can do 
no barm. If, in this dark hour of our his- 
tory, we cannot consult with the conserva- 
tive people of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
the great Northwest, with whom, I ask, can 
we atfiiliate ? They, like us, have suffered 
from the calamities of the war. They, like 
us, bave given up many a brave and gallant 
son to perish in this unnatural war. They, 
like us, are weeping and mourning for those 
who have fallen in battle. They, like us, 
have euffered in their commerce and trade. 
They, like us, are interested in the per- 
petuity of the Union, and in the naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi. They, like us have all 
to loose, by becoming a border State to a 
foreign and alien power ; and they like us, are 
from interest, geographical position, habits 
and association, interested alike in the com- 
merce of all the States washed by the wa- 
ters of that great river; the father of wa- 
ters. And if in this dark hour of trial we 
cannot consult with these people, and take 
counsel with them for the safety of the re- 
public and our own dearest interest, I know 
not to whom to appeal. Hence I especially 
favor the rssolution providing for a Missis- 
sippi Valley State Consulting Convention. 

In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, let me say 
that while I do not believe that this Gov- 
ernment can be held together by force, yet, 
at the same time, I yield to no man in my 
devotion to the Union as our fathers gave it 
to us It has been my fortune, sir, to have 
traveled in every State of this Union, except 
Maine and California, and I can say, with 
truth, that I have never passed through a 
State, a city, village, or town, whether 
among the bleak and granite hills of New 
Hampshire, or the flowery vales of Florida, 
whether I stood upon the banks of the Po- 
tomac or the banks of the Father of Waters, 
I felt proud to know iha£ I stood among my 
fellow-citizens, and that I was treading the 
soil of my own " native land." Would to 
God that when my children make the same 
pilgrimage, they, too, may feel the same 
emotions that I have felt, and like me offer 
up a prayer for that country, "esto perpetua." 
1 love that country for its hallowed recol- 
lictions, for its glorious history. I love 
it for the protection it has given 
me and mine at home, and the re- 
spect it has secured to us abroad. Our 
institutions have, heretofore, been the ad- 
miration of the world, and the down-trodden 
and oppressed of every land has been casting 
his eye and heart upon no other banner 
than the proud one which floated from the 
capital of the country of Washington. If, 
in this mad hour, we let this country go 
down, in this horrible struggle of brother 
with brother, we will only regain our liber- 
lies when "the sun shall slumber in the 
cloud, forgetful ot the voice of the morn ing ;" 
and believing that this Government can only 
be sustained by peaceful means, and by the 
virtue and patriotism of the people, I shall, 
by every humble means in my power, advo- 
cate peace, concord, and fraternal good feel- 
ing among my fellow-citizens, as, in my 
judgment, the only sure way of restoring the 
unity of the States and a permanent form of 
free Government. 

At various places the rebels have had 
blocks of wood painted to resemble cannon, 
and we, not to be bebindjthem in stratagem, 
have quite as often had blockheads dressed 
up and titled to resemble Generals.

Well, all we have to say in re- 
ply is, that we did not expect commendation 
from the lips of one whom we believe to be 
so deeply dyed a rebel as W. P. D. Bush is. 
In no instance, so far as we can recollect, 
has he ever given a vote, whilst acting in 
bis representative capacity, that tended in 
the slightest degree, to aid the Government 
in crushine the rebellion which has been in' 
Bugurated to destroy it. We did not expect 
that our course would meet with Ail appro- 
bation ; if we had, we should have expected 
to meet the scorn aud contempt of every loyal 
man in Kentucky.

Mr. GILLISS reported a number of 
bills correctlv enrolled, thev had been sign- 
ed by the SPEAKER of" the H. R., the 
SPEAKER of the Senate affixed his signa- 
ture to them, and they were delivered to the 
committee to be presented to the Governor 
for his approval aud signature. 

REPORTS OF C0MM1TTKES. 

Mr. G ROVER — Education — A H. R. bill 
for the benefit of certain school districts in 
this State, with the opinion that it should 
not pass : rejected. 

Mr. GROVER— Finance— A bill for the 
benefit of the sheriff of Hart county: pass- 
ed. 

Mr. SPEED— Military Affairs— A H. R. 
bill for the benefit of the widow of James 
Suddiith, deceased. [The bill appropriates 
$000 for expenses incurred by Col. Suddutb, 
in the service of the State, in the raising of 
troops for the State. Col. Sudduth was mur- 
dered, in cold blood, by rebel guerrillas, in 
October last ] 

Mr. PRALL addressed the Senate in a few 
eloquent remarks of eulogy on Col. Sudduth, 
and earnestly advocated the passage of the 
bill, only as an act of justice. 

The bill was then rejected, by yeas, 19 ; 
pavs, 6. It required 20 votes to pass it. 

Same — A bill for the benefit of certain 
of the enrolled militia of Bullitt eounty : 
passed. 

RESOLUTION. 

Mr. GROVER offered a resolution limit- 
ing speeches, after to day, to 15 minutes, and 
providing that no Senator shall speak more 
than once on any one subject: adopted.

JOINT RESOLUTION. 

Mr. GILLISS offered the following pre- 
amble and joint resolution, which were refer- 
red to the Judiciary committee, viz : 

Whereas, as this Legislature, owing to the inva- 
sion of the State by armed forces in rebellion 
against the laws of the same, resolved, on the 
31st day of August last, that to transact its pend- 
ing business with safety, it was necessary to 



transfer its sittings from the capital in Frankfort 
to the city of Louisville, which resolution was 
carriod into efToct, and the Legislature so met and 
transacted the further necessary business, 

lie it therefore "reeolved, That the Auditor of 
Public accounts shall draw his warrant on the 
Troasury in favor of tho members of this General 
Assembly, for such mileage as each may bo enti- 
tled to, for necessary increased travel, in attending 
upon the session asjset forth horein. 

PR1VILECED MOTION. 

On motion of Mr. RHEA, the vote reject- 
ing the bill for the benefit of the widow of 
Col. James Sudduth, was reconsidered, and 
some discussion then ensued on the merits 
of the bill, in which Messrs. WRIGHT, 
PR ALL, SPEED, and GOODLOE, advocat- 
ed its passage, and Mr. WORTHINGTON* 
opposed it, as setting a bad precedent. 

The bill was then passed, by yeas, 21 ; 
nays, 9. 

REPORTS RESUMED. 

Mr. WRIGHT— select committee— A bill 
to provide for the temporary removal of the 
office of the surveyor of Warren county: 
passed. 

Mr. PRALL-County Courts— A bill to 
amend the act to change the time of holding 
the June term of the Trimble circuit court:

ORDERS OP TIIR DAY. 

The Senate took up the II. R. resolutions 
in relation to Col. J. IT. McHenry, jr., the 
substitute offered for the EL R. resolutions 
by the majority of the committee on Federal 
Relations, and the substitute offered by Mr. 
RHEA from the minority of the committee, 
and tho substitute offered for the whole sub- 
ject by Mr. M. P. MARSHALL. 

Mr.' McIIENRY addressed the Senate in 
defense of the courseof Col. J. II. McHenry, 
jr. He did not believe that the "Article of 
War" was unconstitutional, if fairly con- 
strued, nor did he think the order of Col. 
McHenry was, when fairly interpreted, in 
violation of the article of war. He spoke 
briefly and earnestly in favor of Col. Mc- 
Henry. He replied to Mr. WUITAKER S 
and Mr. SPEED'S remarks, made on yes- 
terday. He would ask the Senate to excuse 
him from voting on this question, owing to 
bis relationship to the gentleman who is 
referred to in the report and resolutions 
under consideration. 

Mr. SPEED replied briefly to Mr. Mc- 
IIENRY. He again opposed the House 
resolutions, and favored the substitute offer- 
ed by the majority of the committee. 

Mr. RHEA addressed the Senate in sup- 
port of his substitute, briefly. He replied to 
Messrs. SPEED and M. P. MARSHALL. 

Mr. DkIIAVEX suggested an amendment 
to Mr. RHEA'S substitute, which being ob- 
jected to, was decided out of order. 

The vote was then taken upon Mr. 
RHEA'S substitute for the majority report, 
and it was adopted, by yeas, 15 ; nays, 12. 

Mr. DkIIAVEN than offered an amend- 
ment to the substitute of Mr. RHEA, which 
was adopted. 

Mr. GOODLOE offered an amendment to 
the resolution, as a substitute, which was 
rejected, by yeas, 12 ; nays, 16. 

The substituteof Mr. RHEA, as amended, 
was then adopted in lieu of the House reso- 
lutions, by yeas, 23 ; nays, 5. 

The resolution is as follows: 

Retolved hy the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the Commonwealth of Kentucky t 

That we have witnessed with pride the gallant 
onduct of Col. John H. McHenry, jr., late com- 
mander of the 17th Kentucky Regiment, and do 
heartily approve and endorse the order made by 
him in October last, construing it, as we do, to 
mean that ho would expel from his lines, aud 
permitting their owners to take in possession, all 
runaway slaves found within his camp. 

PENITENTIARY BILL. 

The Senate bill concerning the Peniten- 
tiary, which had been amended in the II. 
R., by making the rent $8,000 per year in- 
stead of $6,000, as fixed in the Senate bill, 
was taken up, and the House amendment 
was rejected, by yeas, 13; nays, 17. 

A H. R. bill for the benefit of school dis 
tricta in Meads couuty, was read and 
passed. 

A number of House bills were read and 
referred to appropriate committees. 

PRIVILEOED MOTIONS. 

Mr. COCKERILL moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote rejecting the bill for the 
benefit of the sheriff of Powell county: car- 
ried. 

Also, the reconsideration of the rote 
rejecting the bill for the benefit of the sher 
iff of Montgomery county : carried. 

These bills were then referred to lbs Fi- 
nance committee. 

ORDRRS RBSUMED. 

The Senate took up the Senate " bill con- 
cerning runaway slaves," and the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. DeUAVEN some days 

since. 

Mr. FIELD offered an amendment to the 
amendment: adopted. 

Mr. FIELD'S amendment fixes the prices 
for taking up at same in Revised Statutes. 

Mr. DeIIAVEN'S amendment reduces 
the length of time a runaway shall be ad- 
vertised before he is ordered to be sold to 
three month), and the time of advertising him 
for sale one month : The amendment as 
amended was adopted, and the bill passed.

CITY ORDINANCE No. 28. 
Carrying Concealed Deadly Weapons. 

Sue. 1. If any person shall hereafter carry 
concealed any deadly weapon or weapons within 
tho limits of said city, other than an ordinary 
pocket knife, oxcept as provided in tho next sec- 
tion, he shall ho fined not less than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars, besides costs. 

Ssc. 2. The carrying of concealed deadly weap- 
ons within the limits of said oity, shall ha legal 
in the following cases : 

1. Whoro tho porson has reasonable grounds to 
believe his person, or tho person of some of his 
family, or his property, is in any danger from 
violence or crime. 

2. Where Sheriffs, Constables, Marshals, oflioors 
of the Penitentiary, carriers of the mails of tho 
United States, and Policemen, carry such weapon? 
as are nooessary to their proteotion in tho efiioient 
discharge of their duty. 

3. Whore persons aro required by their business 
or occupation to travel during the night, the car- 
rying concealed doadly weapons during such 
travel. 

Ssc. 3. It shall be the especial duty of the Mar- 
shal of said city to institute proceedings against 
every person who may violate the provisions of 
this ordinance, before tho Police Judge of said 
city, or any Justice of the Peaca for Franklin 
county; aud in every case of conviction, the Mar- 
shal and City Attorney shall each ba entitled to 
twenty-live per cent, of the amount of money col- 
lected.
